In  the  Matter  of  the  “  Public  Utilities  Act,” 
and  in  the  Matter  of  the  Production, 
Supply,  Distribution,  Disposition,  Use, 
Marketing,  and  Sale  of  Milk  to  or  for  the 
Public  or  any  Corporation  for  Compensa¬ 
tion  in  certain  Prescribed  Areas  within 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia.

September  25th,  1946. 

Whereas  the  Milk  Board,  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  130  of  the  “  Public  Utilities  Act,”  deems 
it  necessary  and  advisable  in  the  public  in¬ 
terest  to  make  such  regulations  respecting  the 
production,  supply,  distribution,  disposition, 
use,  marketing,  and  sale  of  milk  which  may 
have  common  application  in  any  area  pre¬ 
scribed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
as  an  area  within  which  Orders  of  the  Board 
shall  have  effect: 

Therefore,  the  Milk  Board  hereby  orders 
that: — 

Definitions. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order,  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression:  — 

(1.)  (a.)  “Area”  means  any  parcel  or  di¬ 
vision  of  land  prescribed  in  any 
Order  of  the  Board,  whether 
bounded  municipally  or  otherwise, 
and  shall  include  a  city,  town,  vil¬ 
lage,  or  subdivision.  Unless  other¬ 
wise  stated,  the  boundaries  of  an 
area  shall  be  the  boundaries  of  tbe 
municipality  or  subdivision  or  sub¬ 
divisions  named: 

(b.)  All  areas  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
boundaries  prescribed,  include,  as 
to  the  production  and  (or)  supply 
of  milk  by  primary  producers,  such 
territory  or  area  within  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  from 
which  such  supply  is  obtained,  and, 
unless  otherwise  provided  in  rate 
schedules  established  or  to  be 
established  by  the  Board  in  any 
area,  shall  apply  to  all  milk  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  milk-dealers  and 
supplied  by  the  primary  producers 
to  be  processed,  distributed,  or  sold 
in  fluid  form: 

(2.)  “Business  establishment”  means  any 
store  or  place  of  business  regularly 
selling  milk  at  retail,  and  any  hotel, 
restaurant,  or  other  place  of  business 
regularly  serving  meals  or  refresh¬ 
ments  to  its  employees  or  to  the  tran¬ 
sient  public: 

(3.)  “  Board  ”  or  “  the  Board  ”  means  the 
Milk  Board: 

(4.)  “Distributer”  means  any  person  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  production,  supply,  dis¬ 
tribution,  or  sale  of  milk  in  fluid  form: 

(5.)  “Milk-dealer”  means  any  person  pur¬ 
chasing  or  otherwise  acquiring  milk 
from  primary  producers  and  selling  at 
wholesale  or  at  retail,  milk,  cream,  or 
ice-cream,  and  includes  any  co-opera¬ 
tive  society  or  association  which  sells 
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or  supplies  milk  at  wholesale  or  at  re¬ 
tail  for  its  members  or  for  other  prim¬ 
ary  producers: 

(6.)  “Milk-jobber”  means  any  person  who 
buys  milk  from  a  milk-dealer  or  from 
any  other  milk-distributer  for  resale:

.  to  a  milk-dealer  or  to  a  producer-dis¬ 
tributer,  and  includes  any  co-operative 
society  or  association  which  sells  or 
supplies  milk  to  any  milk-dealer  for 
its  members  or  for  other  primary  pro¬ 
ducers  : 

(8.)  “  Producer  -  distributer  ”  means  any 
person  selling  or  otherwise  supplying 
milk  from  his  own  herd  to  consumers 
or  business  establishments. 

Designation  of  cer-tain  Products. 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order,  unless 
the  context  otherwise  requires:  — 

(1.)  “Standard  milk”  means  milk  contain¬ 
ing  not  less  than  3.4  per  cent,  and  not 
more  than  3.6  per  cent,  of  butter-fat: 

(2.)  “Special  milk”  means  milk  containing 
not  less  than  4.4  per  cent,  and  not  more 
than  4.6  per  cent,  of  butter-fat: 

(3.)  “  Buttermilk  ”  means  milk  or  skim-milk 
processed  by  added  cultures  and  con¬ 
taining  not  less  than  0.5  per  cent,  of 
butter-fat: 

(4.)  “  Skim-milk  ”  means  milk  the  butter- 
fat  content  of  which  has  been  reduced 
to  a  percentage  of  not  more  than  0.5 
per  cent. 

(5.)  “Chocolate-flavoured  dairy  drink” 
means  a  beverage  made  from  milk, 
skim-milk,  milk-powder,  or  skim-milk 
powder  to  which  has  been  added  sugar 
and  prepared  chocolate  or  prepared 
cocoa  made  from  chocolate  or  cocoa 
with  harmless  stabilizers,  salt  and 
flavourings : 

(6.)  “  Substandard  cream  ”  means  milk 
standardized  to  contain  not  less  than 
8.5  per  cent,  and  not  more  than  9.5  per 
cent,  of  butter-fat: 

(7.)  “  Table  cream  ”  means  cream  contain¬ 
ing  not  less  than  18  per  cent,  and  not 
more  than  19  per  cent,  of  butter-fat: 

(8.)  “  Whipping  cream  ”  means  cream  con¬ 
taining  not  less  than  30  per  cent,  and 
not  more  than  34  per  cent,  of  butter- 
fat  : 

(9.)  “Sour  cream”  means  cream  soured 
naturally  or  by  incubation  for  souring 
and  containing  not  less  than  18  per 
cent,  and  not  more  than  19  per  cent, 
of  butter-fat. 

Labelling  of  Products. 

3.  Every  container  in  which  milk  is  handled, 
distributed,  offered  for  sale,  or  sold  in  fluid 
form,  excepting  containers  used  by  a  primary 
producer  to  supply  a  milk-dealer  or  producer- 
distributer,  shall  be  labelled  in  plainly  legible 
characters  designating: — 

(a.)  The  name  of  milk-dealer,  producer-dis¬ 
tributer,  or  milk-jobber: 

(6.)  The  true  contents  of  container. 

Compliance  with  Rate  Schedules. 

4.  (1.)  No  person  in  any  area  shall  offer 
to  sell  or  sell  milk  or  tickets,  credits  or  cou¬ 
pons,  within  such  area  at  any  rate  other  than 
the  rate  established  by  the  Board  in  that  area, 

■  and  applicable  to  such  sale;  and  no  person 
shall  give  any  discount,  rebate,  or  premium 
either  in  money  or  in  kind,  or  in  services,  ex- 
:  cept  such  services  as  are  necessary  to  enable 
the  distributer  to  deliver  milk  to  the  purchaser,

(2.)  (a.)  No  distributer  shall  make  any  gift 
or  donation  of  milk  to  any  one. 

(b.)  No  distributer  shall  make  any  donation, 
gift,  or  payment  to  any  janitor,  caretaker,  or 
owner  of  any  apartment  building  either  by 
discount,  cash,  tickets,  milk,  or  in  any  other 
manner. 

(3.)  No  person  shall,  in  any  way,  combine 
credits,  services,  refrigeration  of  milk  or  of 
other  products,  or  other  benefits  or  advantages 
with  the  offer  of  sale  or  the  sale  of  milk  in 
such  a  way  that  the  sale  of  milk  is  dependent 
on  or  incidental  to  such  credits,  services,  re¬ 
frigeration,  or  other  benefits  or  advantages. 

(4.)  No  person  shall  sell  or  use  any  ticket, 
commonly  known  as  a  milk  ticket,  which  is 
capable  of  being  divided  and  used  for  the 
purchase  of  any  lesser  quantity  than  the  total 
amount  obtainable  for  the  delivery  of  the 
whole  of  said  ticket.

5.  Evei-y  distributer  shall,  for  every  de¬ 
livery  to  business  establishments,  hospitals, 
charitable  institutions,  and  schools,  prepare 
a  sales-slip  or  invoice  in  duplicate,  and  both 
distributer  and  purchaser  shall  keep  a  true 
copy  of  same,  which  will  show  in  detail: — 

(a.)  The  date: 

(b.)  The  distributer’s  name: 

(c.)  Name  or  number  of  the  distributer’s 
driver : 

(d. )  Name  of  purchaser  and  place  to  which 
delivery  is  made: 

(e.)  The  exact  quantities  of  each  product 
delivered  and  the  rates  for  each  class 
thereof,  with  the  gross  total  actually 
involved  in  the  transaction. 

Such  sales-slips  or  invoices  shall  at  all  times 
be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Board  or  its 
authorized  representative  at  the  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  of  both  the  purchaser  and  distributer. 

Payment  for  Milk. 

6.  (1.)  Payment  by  milk-dealers  and  pro¬ 
ducer-distributers  to  primary  producers  for 
all  milk  supplied  in  each  area  shall  conform  to 
and  with  the  rates  contained  in  the  schedules 
established  for  that  ai-ea. 

(2.)  (a.)  Payment  shall  be  made  by  the 
milk-dealers  and  producer-distinbuters  to  the 
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primary  producers  at  regular  periods,  as  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Board.  . 

(b.)  Post-dated  cheques,  promissory  notes, 
or  other  undertakings  or  documents  issued  by 
a  distributer  and  not  immediately  negotiable 
at  face  value  shall  not  be  regarded  as  pay¬ 
ment  under  this  Order. 

Records,  Reports,  and  Returns. 

7.  (1.)  Distributers  shall  keep  such  books, 
records,  and  accounts  as  will  afford  an  in¬ 
telligent  understanding  of  the  conduct  of  their 
business. 

(2.)  Such  books,  records,  and  accounts  shall 
at  all  times  be  available  for  inspection  by  the 
Board  or  by  an  officer  or  inspector  of  the 
Board,  or  such  other  person  as  may  be  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Board  to  make  an  inquiry  or 
report. 

8.  Every  milk-dealer,  milk-jobber,  and  pro¬ 
ducer-distributer  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  each  month,  furnish  the  Board  with  a 
true  and  detailed  report  of  operations  during 
the  month  immediately  preceding;  such  report 
to  be  in  such  form  as  the  Board  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe. 

9.  Every  person  who  is  a  milk-dealer  shall 
give  to  the  Board  security  by  a  surety  bond, 
in  an  amount  and  form  satisfactory  to  the 
Board,  that  he  will  promptly  pay  all  moneys 
owing  to: — 

(a.)  Producers  for  milk  purchases: 

( b .)  The  public  for  outstanding  and  unre¬ 
deemed  milk  tickets : 

(c.)  The  Board  for  licence  fees  from  time 
to  time  levied  upon  him  in  the  amount 
as  and  when  due.
